ons for the failure of experiments in 
socialism were discussed by William 
H. Taft today in an address deliv- 
ered at the centennial celebration of 
the founding of New Harmonjr. This 
town probably is the most famous of 
places in the United States where the 
exponents- of socialistic and com- 
munity ideas tried to prove the prac- 
tical value of their theories. The 
former President outlined the his- 
tory of these experiments here and 
drew his conclusions. 


"The most notable experiment at 


New Harmony," he said, "that of Ro- 
bert Owen, failed, as all 
socialism 


must fail, because it found no sub- 
stitute for the motive essential to 
arouse and imake constant human ef- 
fort that is furnished by the institu- 
tion of private property and the shapa 
ing of reward by competition 
and 


'natural adjustment. The plan was 
•based on the assumption that man 
was a different being from what be 
is. If he were so perfect that his 
love of human kind would 
banish 


from everyone in human form sel- 
fishness and retain in His the same 
energy, self-sacrifice and industry in 
behalf of others that he now manl" 
fcsts of himself and 
those near to 


him, then there would be no need 
for the organization of a 
socialistic 


community because v;e would have it 
at hand. Until men arc perfect be- 
ings of tills kind, 
socialism 
must 


either constitute a tyranny so rigid 
as to destroy not only the right of 


liberty and to interfere with the pur- 
suit of happiness, or it must be a 
failure."

New Harmony, as Prof. Taft de- 


scribed, was the center of two exper- 
iments in socialism of very different 
types. The first of these; started a. 
hundred years ago 'by George Rapp, a 
German 
mechanic, was in motive 


primarily religious. 
"Th& Jtappites" 


were classed by the speaker with the 
Shakers, the Zoarites, the Communes 
of Amana, the Commune of Bathe! 
and Aurora and the Oneida Commu- 
nity. "They were all successful for 
years," he said, "in the simple meth- 
ods of manufacture and agriculture) 
to which their members devoted them- 
selves. They are not examples useful 
for the sociological student in consid- 
ering present day socialism foecauoa 
their -roetobers had not before them 
th'e working out of a now plan fot; 
society and social progress, but rath- 
er a <method of living a satisfactory 
religious community existence: In tha 
intensity of their religious motlvq

Laws That Are Vague./ 


There has been criticism of the labor 


legislation put in the anti-trust bill on 
the ground that Jt is vague and will 
lead to endless litigation. .Perhaps^ the 
cause which brought about this legis- 
lation is also the cause'of .other vague 
legislation that encumbers the statute 
bookV There was a sharp difference 
between the administration and the la- 
bor advocates _as to what should be 
done on 'labor legislation. 
So a com- 


promise was affected, and "both sides 
are 'claiming victory. 
Consequently 


the legislation is vague and uncertain 
and will be contested in the courts for 
years hence. 


What They Wanted. 


The crowded condition1 of legislation 


pending in the senate was shown the 
other day when Senator Cummins of 
Iowa proposed to take up a bill for the 
liability of common carriers. Senator 
Shafroth of Colorado immediately an- 
nounced that he wanted to bring up 
his resolution to amend-the constitu- 
tion-changing'the date of the: inaugu- 
ration and the beginning of congres- 
sional terms. Senator Walsh of Mon- 
xtana came forward with -a statement 
that he wanted to bring forward the 
radium bill. 
Senator Ne'wlands of 


Nevada then came forward with the 
announcement that .the trade commis- 
sion and anti-trust legislation must 
soon have' the right of way. Several 
senators wtib have charge of appropria- 
tion bills announced that they must 
bring these bills forward. All of which 
shows that there is plenty to occupy 
the time of the senate for some months 
to .come. 
x 
Representative Bryan Is Modest. 
Congressman Bryan of Washington 


offered an amendment to the anti-trust 
legislation in .the house and stated that 
he claimed "no part of authorship in 
the amendment" 
"A greater Bryan 


than I am is the man who wrote this 
amendment. I have copied it verbatim 
from the Democratic platform enun- 
ciated at Baltimore." The Washing- 
ton congressman did:not get far with 
his- amendment because it was not on 
the Democratic program. 


Use For Small Ships. 


A proposition was pending in the 


senate for selling two of the battle- 
ships which are something like half 
the size of the Dreadnoughts that are, 
now being constructed. - "I^ should like 
to suggest." said Senator Lane of Ore- 
gon, "that by 1920 we will be buying 
these ships back for the reason that 
tliey will be smaller targets for the 
bombs thrown from^airships." 


Cummins Was Confident. 


So confident was Senator Cummins 


of being renominated for senator from 
Iowa that he spent but little time in 
toe state before the primaries. Con- 
gressman Connolly, Is the Democratic 
nominee, and''his friends, expect that 
there is going to be quite a sharp con- 


sertlons on the part' of many Demo- 
cratic1 members of f be house that the 
exemption of labor unions from the 
anti-trust laws would be as full and 
complete as legislation which baa sev- 
eral time* passed both houses of con 
gress. *Tbe president is confident tha 
the no called compromise In the ant! 
trust bill is no exemption to the labo 
organizations and Is perfectly satisfied 
with the measure.

supply is inadequate. Everywhere the 
same is true. There are good wages to 
>e paid all over the southern aisd west- 
rn sections at the present,time and 
will continuejmtll harvest is over. 


The demand for harvest bands will 
ontinue on northward up through 
Iowa. -Minnesota, the Dakotas and even 
into the British Northwest Territories. 
The passing of Senator Clapp's bill is 
to have the postofflces furnish informa- 
tion of where there is a labor supply. 
The unemployed in the eastern states 
would be able to read in any postofflce 
that there was a demand -for-labor 
from Oklaboma to Montana, from the 
Ohio to the Red River of the North or 
from the south.

"Senator Lea of Tennessee has intro- 
duced a.bill which, the title declares, 
is to prevent gambling operations from 
being carried across state lines and

.Today' the,Pastor's text was. ^Study 
to show thyself approved unto God, a 
workman that .needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the Word OL 
T-ruth;'-'—2 Timothy 2:15. ;:.: - .;. 


X^e are all sadly aware that not 


many of tbe people of God bave tbe 
full assurance of faith mentioned in 
the Scriptures, the speaker said. In- 
deed, we must all admit that the great 
majority are losing, not only their 
.faith, but also the foundation of faitb. 
!For years tbe great colleges of Chris- 
tendom bave been undermining faitb 
by underminiug belief in tbe Bible. 
While they do not make an attack 
.upon faith itself, while tbey all admit 
tbat faitb may bave its place as a 
grand quality of character, and that 
tbe Scriptures instruct for faitb, yet 
they proceed to do tbe very same kind 
of work tbat Robert Ingersoll and 
Thomas Paine tried to accomplish'—to 
undermine confidence Iu the Bible as 
the Word of God. That confidence is 
the very basis of all faitb. 


After we have lost our confidence, 


what have we left for a foundation of 
belief? We bave merely what is called 
Higher Criticism and Evolution; and 
this means tbat after a little process 
of reasoning along these lines many 
would conclude that tbe Bible is mere- 
ly a collection of choice pieces of an- 
cient Jewish literature, written by men 
Who really knew less than do we. 


The Pastor then demonstrated tbat 


those who reject the Bible as the Word 
of God bave no other foundation for 


.. , ..... 


wh.-Uevor faith they may-possess than 
the guess of this or that man. or of 
themselves. Ho pointed out the well- 
known fact that all hien are more or 
less Imperfect in judgment; nud^hat If 
men were to picture God there would 
be as many .different st.vles of God as 
there nro different persons. 


The speaker illustrated his point';by 


calling, attention to the 
numerous 


creeds formulated during the Dark 
Ages and to the different kindsTof Gods 
those different creeds have pictured. 
The noblest minds of that time were 
deceived Into worshiping the worst 
:kind of .images that could - be-- uia.de. 
He declared that while the heathen 
nations, were making their .ugly . idols 
out of wood, stone, clay or metal, the 
nations of Christendom were println, 
atrocious descriptions o'f • God'tjtie like 
of-which- could not be moulded out .of 
clay or fashioned out of anything else. 
He was not finding fault with our fore- 
fathers, but with the real instigator of 
the creedal' misrepresentations of the 
Almighty. As St. Paul declares. "The 
god of this' world hath blinded the 
minds of them that believe not. lest 
the light of the glorious Gospel of 
Christ should shine unto them.'-' 


The Cause of the Falling Away. 


. Then 
v the Pastor showed that the 


eyes of many Christians are not wide 
open for the same reason that St. Panl 
gave the Corinthian Churcb. The god 
of this world has fastened the' band- 
ages so tightly that it is with difficulty 
that any get tbe eyes of "their under- 
standing opeu. Again, St Paul fore- 
tells that in the eud of this Age "many 
shall depart from tbe faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits arid doctrines 
of demons." Tbe Pastor declared that 
we have coint' to the time when many 
bare denied the faith and others are 
tleuying it—good people, intelligent 
people, ministers of tbe Gospel in the 
various pulpits, professors, theologians, 
college presidents—confessing .that they 
have lost tbe basis of tbeir faitb. 


We are not to suppose for even a mo- 


ment tbat these people who are falling^ 
away from the faith are wicked. On 
tbe contrary, they are well-intentioned 
—many of them fine people. -But they 
hare gotten under a delusion. In. the 
light of tbe New Dispensation the de- 
lusions of the past are coming up con-. 
stantly for criticism. Indeed, so great 
is the conflict between the light of the 
Gospel and the darkness of the creeds 
tbat people "see stars," so to speak, 
and are so astonished that they do not 
know what to think. 


Nest tbe Pastor demonstrated that 


tbe great difficulty with people.-wlio 
are losing their confidence in the Bible 
as the Word "of God Is. that tbey are 
not familiar with its contents. Many 
are still holding to the .Scriptures in a 
blind way, hoping against hope tbat 
they may not lose their faitb. 
Tbey 


are afraid to read and afraid to think, 
lest they lose the very small amount 
of faith which they possess. 
If only 


such knew it. they never really have 
bad a well established faith. 


Faith Versus Credulity. 


The Pastor proceeded .to point out 


tbe difference. between true faith and 
that which .Is often misnamed faith, 
but .which in reality Is credulity. Tbe 
faith commended in the Scriptures is

The Pastor, holds that tapst people 


are so perplexed that they .do Viipt 
know whatto believe. And yet,^he de^ 
dared, at this very time when Higher 
Criticism is undermining ,the> founda- 
tion of all faith, and .when many'intel- 
ligent-Bebgle are afraid to think along 
Scriptural; lines, Bible studente iare find- 
ing the Word of God to be the most 
wonderful Bpok.ln all the TVprld. God's 
Plan for human 'salvation was never 
so well understood as 'just now, in the 
midst of all tlie turmoil in the denom- 
inations,. In the great .institutions of 
learning and in the wbrid. 
.' : 


Proofs That the Bible Is Inspired. 
The Pastor then discussed .some of 


the so-called findings of Higher.Criti- 
cism—that Moses did not write' the 
Pentateuch, nor Isaiah the greater p^art 
of the prophecy which bears his name, 
etc. These critics, he declared, are try- 


to prove something by the outside 


of the Bible. Their so-called-findings 
ie believes to be a matter .of mere 
guesswork, although, as some of, them 
are very bright men,, they'put., up .a 
strong argument in some things. They 
will, undertake to, prove that Jesus was 
mistaken when He declared that Isaiah, 
:he Prophet said thus- and so;- that St. 
?aul was also mistaken when he quot-. 
ed from the Prophet Isaiah and said, 
Thus saith. the Prophet" Isaiah; that 
Daniel did not write the book which 
sears his name—or if he did, that it 
was fulfilled before the Christian era, 
notwithstanding Jesus' assertion to 
the contrary. 


The Pastor, like all reasoning Chris- 


tian people, relies upon. the internal 
evidence o£ .the Bible that It is the 
Word of God. That internal evidence 
cannot be doubted. The Old Testa- 
ment prophecies and the teachings of 
.be Ixjrd and the Apostles so interlock 
and depend one upon the Other that 
no human "being could possibly have 
thought out the great Plan therein 
found- All the way from Genesis to. 
Revelation the parts so co-ordinate and 
fit together that one great, harmonious 


• the Ages is the result. An- 


other strong pioof of the inspiration of 
the Bible is furnished in .present-day 
conditions, which were foretold by the 
Prophets thousands of years ago. 


Bible Not Man-Made. 


Then the speaker considered some of 


the objections to the Bible, usually 
brought forward by infidels." He show- 
ed that it is a weak argument indeedr 
which.credits.priests,.and knaves with" 
writing the Sacred.Book." If Catholic's, 
had made the Bible, they would natur-' 
ally .have put .into It many things 
which; are not .there; for instance, they 
would have told abput .the Mass, about' 
Purgatory;: hell-fire and eternal... tor- 
ment, of which there is nothing said; 
they would also have intimated,that 
we should" use "beads "and' images In 
worship; they "would have hifl'some- 
hing .aboutthe immaculate ^conception 
of the Virgin," and' about: St Peter's : 
being the first pope,.etc. ,. 
,- .:,.,, . 


If, on the' other hand, "Presbyterians 


had written-the Bible,- they .would havte 
put in" a great deal about Hell, about 
elect and "non-elect infants,: ere. Meth-: 
odists would have 'left, out all about 


ilection—making one's : calling ..and 


election "sure," the Very Elect, etc.—for 
iiey do .not know, what tp; do wlti. 
these tests. Our Calvlnistic friends 
would have left out: the. texts about 
free{grace; for these"do not fit with 
their ideas of election. All these de- 
nominations would have inserted some-' 
;hing in regard to "the trinity;" *pr 
they all hold that this doctrine is the 


e'ry essence of faith, although it is not 


mentioned even once in the Bitjle! The, 
Pastor's conclusion is that clearly the 
denominations did not malie ti'e Bible. 


From its own standpoint the speaker 


continued, the Bible Js. very Dimple And. 
fully explains itself. He did-not wish 
to be misunderstood as "poking fun" 
at the denominations; for he .teallzies 
;hat these dear people mean well, and 
he loves, all who love the Lord. But 
ie believes, that :the': whole world. Is 
greatly injured by the false concep: 
ions of God's character handed down 
from the Dark Ages, and 'that mnny 
people (ire going after sin today who:

Notwithstaudlug!,,tho six thousand 


years of falling, 'there Is iu every man's 
brain, unless he be an idiot, the quali- 
ty of reverence, which impels him.to 
desire to worship' his Creator. But, 
according to St'jPauI's argument' iu 
his letter to the Roinaus, although man 
was created .perfect, there came a 
time in' the history ot the fallen race 
when men were unwilling longer to. r&s 
tain God In their minds, and then the 
Almighty gave them o\ er to reprobate}, 
minds, to do improper things, and toj 
sink lower and lo^rer in degradation.- 
Then it was that the "doctrines ot de^' 
mons" were inculcated into the human 
mind, so as to .keep uieu in ignorance^ 
darkness and' superstition. The god 
of this worl'd._bl}nds the minds of 
those who believe not—blinds them by 
these various false doctrines which 
once God's people believed. 


The Pastor then-gin e the two views 


of the Almighty which once obtained 
in the thoughts of many Christians. 
One side of our minds, as it were, pic- 
tured God as the great representative 
of Satanic energy, bent upon destroy- 
ing nearly all the creatures whom He 
had brought into the world. The .oth- 
er side, somehow, imagined Him as 
kind, loving and merciful. But we did 
not know how to balance these two 
sides. 
Fortunately tor us, however, 


we got the devilish side subordinated, 
and thought of God as loving, and by 
going to Him daily In prayer we tried 
to forget the devilish part. The whole 
world has been more or less in this 
condition. 


But. thank'God! said the Pastor, we 


are in the time'when tbe path of the 
just is shining more and more unto the 
perfect Day; That Day is now so near 
that we can,almost see its dawn. In 
a.little whUejthe.Church of .Christ will 
have been fully gathered—out of every 
people, nation,: kindred and tongue, 
out of all denominations. 


Full Assurance of Faith. 


The Pastor then explained how the 


consecrated; people of God may have 
full assurance.^.faith. In His IVord" 
God tells us that, by nature we were 
children of wrath, even as others; that 
Christ tasted.;,deatli for the whole 
world, and that "By and by He will 
give human life^.;restitution life, to'all 
•who will receive it; but that meantime 
the call is for those vrho will 'separate 
themselves from .the world and be "a 
peculiar people, zealous of good works" 
—of everything that is God's will—and 
ready to.-lay-,down:their lives in doing 
that -will. ..Those -who know .that such 
Is the teaching,'ol: Scripture have a 
good basis for'iaitfi. Those who have 
taken the step&fof repentance of 
sin, of 1rustingptfgiaie>Red'eejner rfor 
salvation,.. of 'consecrating themselves 
to God,' now Jiavelfiy^ faith ail those 
graces of./charaeterlreckoned to them 
which the world will "actually receive 
during the thousand years of the Reign 
of Christ. To the consecrated the Fa- 
ther has fulfilled His promise by giv- 
ing them ji measureiof His Holy Spirit 


Lest any. should-;; misapprehend his 


the same way thatHiiwaspn the early 
Church. At that vfime it.>was mani- 
fested ;in a.iniracuidJiSi':'"w.ay—with, out- 
ward evidences, such'as tongues, mira- 
cles ; of healing, etc.,, attesting that 
those who, received these- gifts were 
acceptable to God a|, members of His 
Church"and had been"beg6tten of the 
Holy Spirit But after the Church had 
been -established, there-was mx further 
need of such manifestations'..'.Through- 
out; the remalnderi.of the. Gospel Age 
the Holy Spirit. has> manifested itself 
pniy by;;. the frultsj-of/righteousness^- 
Tneekness, gent!enessV)Tpatience; broth- 
erly'kindness—iovei;: When the mirac- 
ulous-gifts ceased,^:; these fruits and 
graces of the Bplritycpntinuea. 


The Pastor concluded with an. exhor- 


tation that the people of God see to it 
that they, daily grow ln..grace and in 
knowledge, becoming more and more 
like the Lord Jesus inrcharacter. Our 
Lord-said that every tree'is known by 
its fruits. - Are we": bearing good fruit? 
tiefasted.v.,Are we'having more and 
more .fellowship wjth, God and with 
our Lord Jesus ? Are,,we getting, into 
deeper and broader sympathy, with all 
Of the ^Household .of -Eojth? Are we 
coming more .and more.into .sympathy 
with the poor world-In| its fallen condi- 
tion, and with every good, effort to help 
them up"out of such: condition? if so. 
then we have' evidence not only that we 
have believed' in the right Book and In 
the true God, but that" we are the chil- 
dren 6T God and heir&T-joint-heirs with 
Jesus Christ x>ur Lord:

.. T£e explanation of the hair structur* 
given in a previous lesson shows the de- 
pendence of the hair on the nourishment 
provided by the blood., Any condition ot, 
HI health that Interrupts or depletes thifr 
supply means thinning, falling dr~break- 
Ing hair. As a rule, good health means 
good, normal hair and ill ;healthVthe,..re• 
i^e^se.

Causes of Insufficient* Hair. 


Nervous, anaemic people are apt. to .have 


scanty locks. Any serious illness Of an 
sruptive nature or accompanied with, high 
fever is a cause for falling hair, although 
this ma>- be followed by a new crop of 
hair more vigorous than the first. Igeg- 
lect or improper care of the scalp-will re- 
sult iu diminished locks. Climate even 
lias an effect on the hair, both severe 
cold and heat being inimical to it. In Les- 
son II I took tip the effect of excessive 
perspiration on the hair, and It must'be 
admitted that women Inhabiting a mild 
climate have a better chance for be&uti- 
Cul hair, than those exposed to' excessive 
heat ,or-cold.

people. Whoever sees it thereby ob- 
tains a grasp upon the Bible as a 
•whole. The public are certainly grate- 
ful; to Pastor Russell, through whose 
instrumentality 'this' wonderful work 
of art is being 'exhibited/free. 
, Today' the. Pastor's text was. J^Study j 
to show thyself approved unto God, n 
workman. that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the Word of 
Truth."—2 Timothy 2:15.: : -; _. ; 


TtVe are all sadly aware that not 


many of the people of God nave the 
full assurance of faith mentioned in 
the Scriptures, the speaker said. In- 
deed, -we must all admit that the great 
majority are losing, not only their 
faith, but also the foundation of faith. 
;For years the great colleges of Chris- 
tendom have been undermining faith 
by undermining belief in the Bible. 
While they do not make an attack 
upon faith itself, while they all admit 
that faitli may have its place as a 
grand quality of character, and that 
the Scriptures instruct for faith, yet 
they proceed to do the v.ery same kind 
of work that Robert Ingersoll and 
Thomas Paine tried to accomplish—to 
undermine confidence in the Bible as 
the Word of God. That confidence Is 
the very basis of all faith. 


After we have lost our confidence, 


•what have we left for a foundation of 
belief? We have merely what is called 
Higher Criticism and Evolution; and 
this means that after a little process 
of reasoning along these lines many 
•would conclude tbat the Bible is mere- 
ly a collection of choice pieces of an- 
cient Jewish literature, written by men 
Who really knew less than do we. 


The Pastor then demonstrated that 


those -who reject the Bible as the Word 
of God bave no other foundation for 


whatever faith they may'possess .than 
the guess of this or that man. Or of 
themselves. He pointed out the. well: 
known fact that all iuen are more or 
less Imperfect in judgment: aiid.that If 
men .were to picture God there would 
be ns ninny different stales of God as 
there ore different persons. 


The speaker Illustrated his point by 


calling, attention to the numerous 
creeds formulated during the Dark 
Ages and to tlSediflTerent kinds bt Gods 
those different creeds bave pictured. 
The noblest minds of that time were 
deceived into' worshiping the worst 
:kind ' of. images that could be~r made. 
He declared tbat while the heathen 
nations were making their ugly. idols 
out of wood, stone, clay or metal, the 
nations of Christendom were printing 
atrocious descriptions of God "the like 
of--which- could not be moulded out of 
clay or fashioned out of anything else. 
He was not finding fault with our fore- 
fathers., but. with the real instigator of 
the creedaf misrepresentations of the 
Almighty. As St. Paul declares. "The 
god of this; world hath ;bliride<l the 
minds of them that believe not, lest 
the light of the glorious Gospel of 
Christ should shine unto them." 


The Cause of the Falling Away. 


Then ..the Pastor showed that the 


eyes of many Christians are not wide 
open for the same reason that St. Paul 
gave the Corinthian Church. The god 
of this world has fastened the" band- 
ages so tightly that it is with difficulty 
that any get the eyes of'their under- 
standing open. Again, St. Paul fore- 
tells that in the end of this Age "many 
shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits and doctrines 
of demons." The Pastor declared that 
we have come to the time when many 
have denied the faith and others are 
"denying it—good people, intelligent 
people, ministers of the Gospel in the 
various pulpits, professors, theologians,- 
college presidents—confessing .that they 
have lost the basis of their faith. 


We are not to suppose for even a mo- 


ment that these people who are falling^ 
away from the faith are wicked. On 
the contrary, they are well-intentioned 
—many of them fine people. -But they 
have gotten under a delusion. ln:the 
light of the New Dispensation the de- 
lusions of the past are coming up con- 
stantly for criticism. Indeed, so great 
is the conflict between the light of the 
Gospel and the darkness of the creeds 
that people "see stars," so to speak, 
and are so astonished that they do not 
know what to think. 


Nest the Pastor demonstrated '•that 


the great difficulty with people Iwho 
are losing their confidence in the Bible 
as the Word of God is that they, are 
not. familiar with its contents., Many 
are still.holding,to the .Scriptures In a 
blind way, hoping against bope tbat 
they may not lose their faith. They 
are afraid to read and afraid to think, 
lest they lose the very small amount 
of faith which they possess. If only 
such knew It they never really have 
bad a well established faith. 


Faith Versus Credulity. 


The Pastor proceeded -to point out 


the difference between true faith and 
that which Is often misnamed faith, 
but':which in reality is credulity. The 
faith commended in the Scriptures is

are afraid to think along 


lines, Bible students are find- 


ing the Word of God to be the most- 
wonderful Book.,ln all the TVprldV God's 
Plan for human salvation was never 
so well understood as ;just now. In the 
midst of-.all the turmoil in the denom- 
ination^, In the great'. Institutions of 
learning and In the world. 
.'"-.•-' 


Proofs That the Bible Is Inspired. 
The Pastor then discussed .some of 


the so-callecl findings! of Higtter Criti- 
cism—that Moses did not write • the 
Pentateuch, nor Isaiah the greater l>art 
of the prophecy •which bears his name, 
etc. These critics, he declared, are try- 
ing to prove something by the outside 
of the Bible. Their so-called Endings 
he believes toy be a matter .of mere 
guesswork,1 although, as some of, them 
are. very bright men,, they; put up,,a 
strong argument in some things". They 
will .undertake to. prove-that Jesus was, 
mistaken when He declared that Isaiahk 
the Prophet said thus,and.so;-that St. 
Paul was also mistaken when he quot-. 
ed from the Prophet Isaiah' and said, 
Thus saith. the Prophet''Isaiah; that 
Daniel did not -write the book which, 
bears his name—or if he did, that it 
was fulfilled before the Christian era, 
notwithstanding Jesus' assertion to 
the contrary. : . 


The Pastor/ like all reasoning Chris- 


tian people, relies upon,the internal 
evidence of .the Bible that It is the 
Word of God. .That internal-evidence 
cannot be doubted.. The Old Testa- 
ment prophecies and the teachings of 
the Lord and the Apostles so interlock 
and depend one upon the other that 
no human'being could possibly have 
thought out the great. Plan therein 
found.- All the way from Genesis to. 
Revelation the parts so co-ordinate and 
fit together that one great, harmonious 
Plan., of-the Ages is the result. An- 
other strong p»oof of the inspiration of 
the Bible is furnished in present-day 
conditions, which were foretold by "the 
Prophets thousands of years ago. 


. Bible Not Man-Made. 


Then the speaker considered some of 


the objections to. the Bible, usually 
brought forward by infidels/" He show- 
ed that it Is a weak argument indeed, 
which, credits. prlests_ and knaves -with 
writing the Sacred.Book." If Catholics, 
had made the Bible., they would natur- 
ally have .put .Into it many things 
which; are hot .there;'for instance, they, 
would have told, about .the Mass, about'. 
Purgatory,t hell-fire and " eternal tor- 
ment, of which there Is nothing, said; 
they'would also have intimated , that 
we should' use "beads" and' images in 
worship; they would^ have had" some- 
thing, about- the ini'maculate conception" 
of the ''Virgin, "and" about ~St' Peter's 
being.the first pope,.etc. ,. .-,........,.. . ... 


If, on" ttie' other hand, "Presbyterians 


had written.the Bible, they would haye 
put in'a great deal about Hell, about, 
elect' arid "non-elect infants, et'c. Meth- 
odists would have "left put all about 
'Election—making one's calling .and 
election'sure," the Very "Elect, etc.—for; 
they do .not know, -what tO;do with: 
these, texts. 
Our CalvinlsOc friends 


would have left out 'the. texts about 
free ."grace; for these""db not fit with 
their ideas of election. 
All these de- 


nominations .would have Inserted some- 
thing in regard to "the trinity;" for 
they all hold that this doctrine is the 
very essence of faith, although it Is not 
mentioned even once in. the Bitjle! The 
Pastor's conclusion Is that clearly the 
denominations did not make the Bible. 


From its own standpoint, the speaker 


continued, the Bible Is.very.-simple.and 
fully explains itself. He did! not wish 
to be misunderstood as "poking fun" 
at the denominations; for he .realizes 
that these dear peopla mean ^ well, and 
he loves all who love the Lord. But 
he believes, that the whole . world Is 
greatly. Injured by the false .concep- 
tions of God's character handed down 
from the Dark Ages, and 'that many 
people are going after sin ttdny who 
would, if they had a right knowlerlRe

Then it was that the "doctrines ot dfr 
mons" were Inculcated into the human 
mind, so as tpakeep uiou in ignorance^ 
darkness and.^raperstition. The god 


those; whovbeUeTe'. not—blinds them by 
these various ^faise, doctrines which 
once God's" people believed. 


The Pastor theni-gave the two views 


of-the Almighty jwhieb once obtained 
in-the thoughU^of many Christians. 
One side bit o;ur;mfn8s. as it were, pic- 
tured God as'the, great representative 
of Satanic 'etiergji.ibent upon destroy- 
ing nearly'au^thje'creatures whom He 
had brought Into the world,. The .oth- 
er side, somehow,; imagined Him as 
kind, loving and merciful. But we did 
not know how-to "balance these two 
sides. Fortunately for us, however, 
we got the devilish: side subordinated, 
and fnbught" of: God as loving, and by 
going to Him daily in prayer we tried 
to forget the. devilish part. The whole 
world has been .more or less in this 
condition.

are in the time" when the path of the 
just Is shining more and more unto the

people, nation, ."^kindred and tongue, 
out of all denominations. 


Full Assurance of Faith. 


The Pastor then explained how the 


consecrated; people of God may have 
full assurance,of Jaith. In His "Word 
God tells us 'that by nature we were 
children of wrath even as others; that 
Christ tasted; .death for .the whole 
world, and that f By and by He will 
give human life;-restitution life,r to'all 
wh6~will receive" it; but that meantime 
the call is for those who will separate 
themselves from ;ihe world and be "a 
peculiar people,.zealous of good works" 
—of everything that is God's will—and 
ready to lay. down:,their lives in doing 
that will., ..Those who know .that such 
is the teaching.^ of Scriptute have a 
good basis for^faith. Tho?e" who have 
taken the 
s£eroi%pf repentance of 


sin,, of trusting^li^theiRedeerner ;for 
salvation,.. of cdnsecratihg themselves 
to God,' now ,have;fby faith ail those 
graces ..Qt'characteKoreckoneeL to them 
which the world will."actually receive 
during the -tbousand years of the Reign 
of Christ!. To the cbnsecrated the Fa- 
ther has fulfilled His promise by giv- 
ing them^a measure^of His Holy Spirit. 


'.' Lest any. should;-'misapprehend his 
meaning, the Pastortexpjained .that the 
.Bioly Spirit is notM^w; manifested in 
the same'way thalsitiwaslin the early 
•Churdh.. At thatjUme It;,! was mani- 
fested-in a, miraculquS 'way—with out- 
ward evidences, such as tpngues, mira- 
cles 
, of healing, etc.,. attesting that 


those who received' .these gilts were 
acceptable to God a4 members of His 
Church~and had been!"begotten of 'the 
Holy Spirit But after the Church had 
Keen .established, there,was^ no further 
need of such manifestations.^Throngh- 
out'. the remainder,,.bf the Gospel Age 
the ; Holy Spirit. hagjmanifeste^ itself 
only by the fruits.i ofv;righteqnsness-T- 
meekness,- gentleuess^^paiaence; brotii- 
eriy' kindness—iov4i::;;"When the mirac- 
.filous-gifts ceased,:ithese fruits and 
graces of the Spirit, continued. 
. The Pastor concluded with an exhor- 
tation that the people of God see to it 
that they dally grow In,.grace and In 
knowledge, becoming^ more and more 
like:the Lord Jesus In^character. Our 
Lord-said that every tree'is known by 
its fruits.- Are we bearing good fruit? 
he rasked.,;._Are we "haying more and 
more ..fellowship 
our Lord Jesus? 
deeper and broader sympathy, with, all 
of the .Household iof;EaJth? Are we 
Coming more and mor^jnto .sympathy 
with the poor world" in; Its fallen condi- 
tion, and with every good effort to help 
them up out of sui|h'Condition? If so. 
then, we have' evidence not only that we 
have believed" in the right Book. and in 
the true God, but that'" we are the chil- 
dren OT God and heirs—joint-heirs with 
Jesus Christ .pur Lord:

TTe shall be tested as, to our willing- 


ness to. suffer withl:ojuf Lord. .This 
does not mean suffeilnfe-fpr wrong-do- 
ing; for St. Peter^&filnds us that>Ja 
Christian who suffefB''as"a, busybody In 
other men's affairs^ls ;iiot Bliffering for 
Christ's sake.

ill health that Interrupts or depletes this

There are exceptions to this rule foi 
there are local and peculiar.:, conditions 
tha,t sometimes govern the growth of th,s, 
hair. The oil supplied by the sebaceous 
glands Is a strong factor In hair health; 
t£ this -supply, is interrupted,: the hair; be- 
comes harsh, dull and inclined to break; 
tf it is over-abundant, ...the scalp.. be- 
comes oily, the pores ; close and ;da'ndrufr 
9f a peculiarly 'unpleasant form' is apt to 
result 


Why Men Are Bald-. 


'A thin, tight scalp means thin, impover- 


ished 
hair. 'Luxuriant, 
glossy" • hair 


grows from a,,fat,:.loose scalp fofi the rea- 
son that, .this, cushion of : flegh,, provide, 3- 
room for a plentiful amount of Wood 
vessels and oil glands 
A tight scalp, 
that is .one that adheres to 'the skul];ils-- 
•En,-, abnormal- condition1 'that.' should ^be 
remedied by massage- and friction, as, soon, 
as it is perceived, for it is a; 'symptom 61 
approaching baldness. 


You . will note this condition qn;. most 
baldheaded men. When the scalp, .is j .very. 
tight and shiny It is generally an Jhdlca-; 
tion that the hair follicles are complete- 
ly atrophied and that -there is little -chance 
that hair, will ever again grow , from 
them. 
Complete Baldness Rare With Women. 


As a rule women have fatter scalps 


than men. This is pointed out by some 
writers as a sex difference and the ex-. 
plan'ation as to why women have more 
luxuriant hair and are less prone to bald- 
ness. My. experience, however, leads me 
to believe that this difference in the scalp 
is of comparatively recent date arid due 
to. man's incurable habit of over-washing 
his : head, drenching .it , with agreeably 
smelling nostrums a,nd wearing, a stiff 
hat' that presses .tightly on the big' ar- 
teries on the side of the head that feed 
the scalp. . 
: It is only modern man. that , has Jittlft 
hair. .The ancient Britons were extremely 
proud of their abundant locks, and' lux- 
uriant, flowing hair has 
been, 'highly 


prized .by- -men .almost up to modern 
times. "We know that Caesar was .-bald, 
but he was so sensitive of this fact that 
he always concealed "it by wearing a 
wreath of laurel. 


Causes of Insufficient Hair. 


: Nervous, anaemic people are apt: to 'hava 
scanty locks. Any serious -illness of an 
sruptive nature or accompanied with, high 
fever is a. cause for falling hair, although 
this ma^ be followed by a new. crop Of 
hair more vigorous than the first, Neg- 
lect or improper care of the sca.Jp- will re- 
sult in diminished locks. 
Climate even 


has an effect on the hair, both severe 
cold and heat being inimical to it. In Les- 
son II I took up the effect of excessive, 
perspiration on the hair and It must'.be. 
admitted that women inhabiting a mild 
climate have a better chance for beauti- 
ful hair, than those exposed to" excessive 
heat or. cold. . 


Certain: functional changes In. a woman's. 


life which . include cellular activity 
are 


often accompanied with an improvement 
in" the hair. 
A girl's Jia.Ir begins ''to1 


thicken arid grow longer 'at fourteen and 
women between forty and" fifty. If in good 
physical health, -are-, often .gratified by .a 
Distinct improvement In the hair.

geneous collection of many different 
elements. Confusion finally resulted,
